thele, conliſterh the onely well-being both of 
Man and Beaft in a more or lefle comfortable 
meaſure in all Countreys vnder the Heanens) 
Theretorc I will endeauour to ſhew you what 
New-England is by the confideration of each 
of theſe aparr, and rruly endeauour by Gods 
helpe to report norhing bur the naked truriy 
and that both to tell you of the diicommodl- 
ties as well as of tke commodities, though -

the idfe Pronerbe is, Travelers may lhe by au- 
thorigie, and ſo may take roo much {infull li- 
berric that way. Yet I may ſay of my ſelfe as 
once Nehemiah did in another caſe : Shall ſuch 
4 Han 4s } lhe? No verily : It becommeth 
not a Precher of Truth ro be a Writcr of 
Falſhood 1n any degree : and therefore | haue 
beene carctull ro report nothing ,of New- 
Engl/1nd bur whar I haue partly ſeene with 
mine owne Eycs, and partly heard and enqui- 
red from the Mouthes of verie honeſt and 
religious perſon, who by liuing in the Coun- 
trey a good ſpace of time haue had experience 
and knowledge of the ſtare rhereof, 8& whole 
teſtimonics | doe bcleeue as my ſclfe. 

Firſt therefore of the Earth of New-England 
and all the appurtenances thcreof:Ir is a Land 
of diuers and ſundry ſorts all about Afaſ/arhu- 
lets Bay, and at Charles Riucr is as far blacke 
Earth as can be ſcene any where : and in other 
places you haueca clay loyle, in other graucl], 
in other ſandy,as it1s all abour our Plantation 
ar Salerw, tor lo our Towne is now named, 
Pſal. 36.2. | 

The forme of the Earth herc in the ſuper- 
ficacs of 1t is neither roo flatin the plainnelle, 
nor too high in Hils, but partakes of both in 
a mediocr1nic. and fit for Paſturc,or for Plow 
or Meddow ground,:s Men plcaſc to employ 
it: though all rhe Countrey bc as it were a 
thicke Wood for the general, yot in diucrs 
places there 15 inuch ground cleared by the 
Inauans, and cipecially abuur the Plantation:

and I 3m told that abour three miles from vs a 
Man may ſtand on a little hilly place and fee 
diuers thouſands of acres of ground as good 
as need ro be,and nor a Tree im the ſame. Ir is 
thought here is good Clay to make Bricke 
and Tyles and Earthen-Pors as needs to be. 
Ar this inſtant we are ſetting a Bricke-Kill on 
worke ro make Brickes and Tyles for the 
building of our Houſes. For Stone, here is 
plentie of Slates art the lle of Slate in Myf@- 
alerts Bay, and Lime-ſtone, Free-ſtone, and 
Smooth-ſtone, and Iron-ſtone, and Marble- 
ſtone allo in ſuch ſtore, thar we haue great 
Rockes of it, and a Harbour hard by. Our 
Plantarion is from thence called Marble-har- 


- bour. | 


Ot Minerals thcre hath yer beene bur little 
wiall madc,ycrt we are not withour grear hope 
of being furniſhed in thar Soyle. 

The fertilitie of the Soyle is to be admired 
ar, as appeareth in the aboundance of Grafſe 
that growerh euerie where both verie thicke, 
veric Jong, and verie high in diuers places : 
bur ir growerh very wildly with a great ſtalke 
and a broad and ranker bladc,becauſe it neucr 
had bcen caten with Cartle, nor mowed with 
a Sythe, and {cldome trampled on by foor. 
It 1s {carce to be belecued how our Kine and 
Goats, Horſes and Hogges doe thriue and 
proſper here and like well of this Countrey. 

In our Plantation we haue already a quart 


of Milke for a penny: but the aboundant en- 


crcale of Corne proues this Countrey to be:

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a wonderment. Thirtie,fortie, fiftie, fixtic are 
ordinarie here : yea #ſeps encreale in »Fevps 

is om-ſtripr here with vs. Our Plinrcrs hope 

ro have mcre then a hundred tould this vere ; 
and all this while I am within compaie; what 

will you {ay of rwo hundred fould and vp- 

wards 2? It 1s almott incredible woat great 
24ine ſome of our Engliſh Planters haue had 
by our Indian Corne. Crcdible pertons haue 
attured mc, and rhe partic himſ{clfe avouched 
rhe truth of irro me, thar of che ferring of 13 
Gallons ot Corne he hath had encreaſc of ir 

52 Hogtheads,cucric Hogthcad holding leuen 
Buſhcl> of Zomdaw mcalure,and cucric Buthel! 
was by ham jold and truſted ro the Indzams for 
ſo much Bejucr as was worth 18 thillkngs; and 
{o of this 13 Gallons of Corne which was 
worth 6 tlullings 8 pence, he made abour 327 
Pounds ny the yecre following,as by rccko- 

ning wil appcare: where you may {ce how 

God bleiicta husbandry in this Land. There 
15 not fuch great and beauritull eares of Corne 
I tuppotc any where elie to be found bur in 
his Countrey : being allo of variette of co-" 
lours,as red,blew and yellow,d&c. and of onc 
Corne there ipringerh fourc or hue hundred. 

I haue (ent you many Eres ot diuers colours 
hart you might ice the truth of it. 

Lircie Children here by ferring of Corne 
may carnc niuch more thcnther owne main- 
TENANCE. 

They have trved our Ew2{ſh Corne ar new 
Plimouth Plantation, to that all our {cucral 

+ Cranes 
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Graincs will grow here veric well, and hauc a 
wy ny Sovic Bs their nature, 
ur Coucrnourhath ſtourc of qreene Peaſe 
grOWing 11 1izs Garden as 200d as cucr Leat 
1 T1 England. - 
This Countrcv 2boundeth naturally with 
fore of Roos of great varietic and good ro 
ear. ur Turnips, Parſnips and Carrots are 
hcre both bigger and tweeter then is ordina- 
rily ro be found in Eaxglend. Here areallo ſtore 
of Pumpions, Cowcumbers,and other rings 
of thar narurc which I know not. Alſo,diuers 
exccllcar Pot-herbs grow abundantly among 
the Grafle, as Strawberric leaues in all places 
ot rhe Countrey ,and plenuc of Strawbetrics 
in their time, ana Penyroyall, Winterſaueric, 
Sorrell, Brookelime, Liucrworrt, Caruelland 
Warercreiles,alſo Leckes and Onions arc or- 
oy 1nartc,and diners Phy ticall Herbes. Here arc 
allo tboundancc of other fivect Herbes de- 
:2mfull rothe tmell, whoſe naines we know 
a0t,%&c. and plentic of lingle Damaske Roſes 
veric fweer, and iwwo kinds ot. Herbes that 
DCUre WO kind of Flowers very iweet, which 
they fav, arc as good to make Cordage or 
Cloath as any Hempe or Flaxc we have. 
Excc/lent Vines arc here vp and downe itt 
the Woods. Our Goucrnorr hath already 
Fa a Viacyvard with great hope of Cn-

Alſo,Mulberies, Plums, Rajpberies, Cor- 
rance, Cheinuts, Filberds, Walnurs, Smainurs, 
Hurtlcberies & Hawes ot W hitethorne neere 


2 as 
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as g00d as ourCherries in Exg/axd,they grow 
in plentie here. 
| For Wood there is no better inthe World 
I thinke, here being foure ſorts of Oke diffe- 
ring both in the Leafe, Timber, and Colour, 
all excellent good. There is alſo good Af, 
Elme, Willow, Birch, Beech, Saxafras, Iuniper 
Cipres, Cedar, Spruce, Pines & Firre thar will 
yceld abundance of Turpentine, Pitch, Tarre, 
Maſts and other marerials for building both 
of Ships and Houſes. Alſo here are ſtore of 
Sumacke Trees, they are good for dying and 
tanning of Learher,likewiſe ſuch Trees yeeld 
a precious Gum called White Beniamen, thar 
they lay is exccllent tor perfumes. Allo here - 
be diucrs Roots and Berries wherewith the 
Indians dye excellent holyday colours that no 
raine nor waſhing can alter. Alto, wee hauc 
materials to make Sope-Athes and Salt-Perer 
in aboundance. 

For Beaſts there are ſome Beares, and they 
fay ſome Lyons alſo; for they haue been leen = 
ar Cape Anne. Allo here are tfeuerall forrs of 
Decre, ſome whercot bring three or toure 
young ones ar once, which is not ordivaric in 
England. Alſo Wolues, Foxes, Beauers, Or- 
ters, Martins,great wild Cars, & a great Beaſt 
called a Molke as bigge as an Oxe.I haue (een 
the Skins of all theſe Beaſts ſince I eame to 
this Planrarion excepting Lyons. Alſo here 
are grear ſtore of Squerrels,ſome greater,and 
ſome ſmaller and lei{er: there are fome of the 


leſler ſorr,rhey tell me,thar by a cerraine _ 
| wW 
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will fly from Tree to Tree though they ſtand 
farre diſtant. 


Of the Waters of New-England with the thinps 
belonging to the ſame. 


Ew-England bath Water cnough both 
falr and freſh, the grearcſt Sea, in the 
World. thc Atlanticke Sca runs all along the 
Coaſt thereof There are abundance of llands 
along the Shore, ſome full of Wood and Maſt 
ro feed Swine; and orhers cleere of Wood, 
_ and fruittull ro beare Corne. Allo we haue 
ſtore of exccllent harbours tor Ships, as ar 
Cape Ame, and ar Maſathulets Bay, and at 
Salem, and at many other places :and they are 
the berrer becauſe for Strangers there is a ve- 
ric difficult and dangerous patlage into them, 
but vnto ſuch as are well acquainted with 
them, they are cafic and ſafe enough, The 
aboundance of Sca-Fith arc almoſt beyond 
belecuing,and lure I thould {carce haue belee- 
ucd it except I had ſcene it with mine owne 
Eyes. I faw great ſtore of Whales, and 
Crampulle, and tuch aboundance of Makc- 
r11s that it would aſtoniſh one ro behold, like- 
wife Cod-Fiſl: aboundance on the Coaſt and 
n their {eaſon are plentitully raken. There 1s a 
Fiſh called a Baſſc,a moſt iwecet & wholeſome 
Fuh as cuer I did car, it is alrogerher as good 
as our freth Sammon, and the ſeaton of their 
commmg was begun 'when we came firſt ro 
New-Ewglend in Zune, and {0 continued abour 
three 
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three months ſpace. Of this Fiſh our Fiſhers 
rake many hundreds together, which I hauc 
ſeene lying on the ſhore to my admiration , 
yea, their Nets ordinarily take more then 
they are able to hale to Land,and tor wanr of 
Boars and Men they are conſtrained to ler a 

many goe after they haue raken them,and yet 
tomeriunes they &1] rwo Boats ar 4 time with 
them. And bctides Batle we take plentie of 
Scarc and Thornbacke, and avoundance of 
Loblters, that rhe leatt Boy tn the Plamation 
may both catch and car whar he wil of them. 
For my owne vart I was foone cloyed with 
them they were fo grear,and far, and luſfious, 
I hauc {ecne ſome my lelte that haue weighed - 
16 pound, but others hauc had diners tzme 9 
great Lobſters as have weigncd 25 pound, as: 
they aſlured me. Alto here is aboundance ot 
Herring, Turbur, Sturgion, Cuskes, Hadocks, 
Mullets, Ecies, Crabs, Muskles and Oytters. 
Betide theres O probabilitic tharthe Countrey 
is of an excellent remper tor the making of 

Salr: tor fince our comming our Fiſhermen 
hauc brought home WT 9004 Salr which 
they found candied by the ſtanding ofthe Sc 
water and the hear of the Sunne,vpona Rock 
by inc Sca thore : and im diucrs Salt Marithes 
that ſome haue gone through,they hauc tound 
{ome Salt in ſome places cruſhing vnder their 
Feer and cleauing to their Shoes. 

And as for freth Warerthe Countrey is full 
of daintie Springs,and tome great Ruers,ancl 
{ome lctler Brookes ; and at Maſathalers Bay 

they 
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they digged Welp and found Waretfarthies 
Foot deepe in moſt places : and nenve 2mbes. 
chey haue as fine cleare Water as-we can ev 
fire, and we may digge Wetland find Wares 
where we liſt. 1.2 8} Yi pl bit 

Thus we ice both Land ahd Sea-abound 
with ſtore of bleflings for the comfortable 
ſuſtenance of Mans life in New-Emgland... 


Of the Aire of New-England with the Tawper 


and Creatures in it. 


— Temper of rhe Aire of New-England 
is one ſpeciall thing thar commends this 
place, Experience doth maniteſt that there is 
hardly a more healthfull place to be found iq 
che World that agreeth berrer with our En- 
eliſh Bodyes. Many that haue beene weake 
and ſickly in old Ezg/ewd, by comming hither 
hane beenc thoroughly healed and growne 
healrhfull and ſtrong. For here is an cxtraor- 
dinarie clecre and dry Aire that is of a moſt 
. healing nature to all ſuch as are of a Cold, 
Mclancholy, Flegmarick, Reumaricke rem 

of Body. Nonecan more truly ſpeake hereof 
by their owne experience then my ſelfe. My 
Friends that knew me can well tell how veric 
fickly I hauc bcenand continually in Phylick, 
being much troubled with a cormenting paine - 
through an cxrraordinarie weaknefle of my 
Sromacke,and aboundance of Melancholicke 
lumors; bur tince I came hither on this Voy- 
age, I thanke God I hauc had pertect —

faxie who befereconld noc cat fineft mear;and 
whaktitmy Stomarkc conldronety digeſt and 
did require ſuch drinke as was both ſtrong 
:now Tran and doe oftentimes dri 
Alrin- Bug /awd water verie well;and I that have 
not gone without a Cap for many yceres to- 
gether, neither durſt leaue off rhe ſamc, haue 
now-'caſt away my Cap, and doe weare none 
at all in the day rime : and whereas bcfore- 
time I cloathed my lelfe with double cloarhes 
and: thrcke Waſtcoats ro keepe me warme, 
euen in the Summer time, I doe now goe as 
thin clad as any, onely wearing a light Stuffe 
Caſlocke my Shirt and Stuffe Breeches 
of one thickneſſe without Linings. Beſides, 
Ehavcone ofmy Children that was formerly 
moſt lamentably handled with forc breaking 
out of barh las hands and fcer ot the Kings- 
Ewll,; bur ſince he came hither he is verie well 
over hee was, and there is hope of perte& re- 
couctic ſhortly, cucn by the verie wholeſoim- 
netle of the Aire, altcring, digeſting and dry - 
ing vp the cold and crude humors of the Bo- 
dy : and therefore I thinke it is a wie courſe 
for all cold completions to come to rake 
Phyticke in New-Englexd : tor a lup of New- 
 Englamas Aire 1s better then a whole dratt of 
old lands Alc. 

In the Summer time un rhe midit of /a/y 
and Awgeft it is a £00d deale hotter then in old 
England: and in Winc”, Ianwdry and February 

arc 
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are imuch colder as rhah ſay: butrhe Spiihp 
and A' ..mne are of a middle temper”! /'© 
- Fowles of the Aircate plentiful] here; knd 
of all ſorts "—_ haue in Exglexal ay 
I can tearne, and a grear ofany of 'ftraige 
Fowles which we tes WhHIIM I was 
writing theſe rhings,one of our Men brought 
home an Eagle which he had killed in the 
Wood: they ſay they are good mear. Alfo 
here are many kinds of cxcellem Hawkes: 

_ both Sea Hawkes and Land Hawkes : and my 
lelfe walking in the Woods m —_— 
coinpany, ſprung a Partridge wpe that 
chroughthe Lemme of his Bo Said 
bur a lntle way : they that have killed they; 
lay they arc as bigge as our Hens.” Here are 
likewiſe aboundance of Turkics often ktlled 
mthe Wogds, farre greaterthen ont —_— 
Turkies, and excceding far, fiveetand fleſhy, 
for here the y haue aboundance of feeding all 
the ycere long,as Strawberries,m Summer all 
places are full of them, and all mannerof Ber- 
ries and Fruits. In rhe Wimer time I hane 
{eene Flockes of Pidgeons, and haue eaten of 
them : they doe flye from Tree to Tree as 
other Birds doe, which our Pidgeons will nor 
doe in Ewedand>rhey are of all colours as ours 
are, bur their wings and taytes are farr longer, 
and therefore ir 1s likely rhey fly fivifter ro 
eſcape the terrible Hawkes in this Countrey. 
In Winter time this Conntrey dorh abound 
with wild Geeſe, wild Drtckes, and orher Sea 
Fowle,that agrear part of winter the Planters 

C4 "= hauyeE 
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have eacen nothing bur ro1ſtmeat of diuers 
Fowles whuch they haue killed. 

Thus you haue heard of the Earth, Warer 
and Aire of New-Englend, now it may be you 
expect {amcrhing to be faid of the Fire pro- 
portzomable to the reit of the Elements 

Indced I thurkc New England may boaſt of 
this Element more then of all rhe reſt : tor 
chough it be here ſomthing cold inthe winter, 
ycr here we hauc plentic of Fire to warme vs, 
and that a grear dcale cheaper then rhey (cll 
.Bullers and Faggots in Londen : nay, all Earepe 
1s not able to afford ro make {o great Fires as 
New-England. & poore Seruant here that is to 
polleile but 50 Acres of Land, may afford to 

iue more wood tor Timber and Firc as good 
s the world yeelds,then many Noble Men in 
England can attord to doe. Here 1s good liuing 
for thoſe that loue good Fires. And 21though 
New-Bnglens bhauc no Tallow ro make Can- 
dles of, yer by the aboundance of the Fiſh 
thereot, it can afford Oyle tor Lampes. Yea 
our Pine-Trees thar are rhc moſt plemutu il of 
all wood, dorh allow vs plemic of Candles, 
whuch are veric victull in a Houic : and they 
are ſuch Candles as thc Iwazaws commonly 
vie,hauing no other,and they- arc nothing clic 
bur the wood of rhe Pine Tree clouen urtwo 
Utrle flices ſomcthing thin, which are to ftuil 
of the moyſture of Turpentine and Putch, 
that they burne as clcerc as a Torch. I haue 
ſene you ſome of them that you may {ce the 
CXPErience of then. 
Thus 


on, 
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Thus of New-Exglonds commodities, now 
I will cell you of ſome diſcommodixics thar 
are here to be found. 

Firſt, In the Summer ſeaſon for rtheſethree 
months Jexe, Iu/y and Avgaſt, we arc troubled 
much with little Flyes called Muskeroes, bc- 
ing the tame they are troubled with in Low- 
colnſhiere ind the Fens: and they are nothing 
bur Gnars, which except rhey be ſmoked our 
of their How4ics are troubleſome in the nighr 
teaſon. 

Secondly, In the Winter ſeafon for ro 
months ſpacc rhe Earth is commonly coucred 
with Snow, which is accompanied with tharp 
biting Froſts, ſomething more ſharpe rhen 1s 
in old Exglend, and therctore arc torced to 
make grear Fires, 

Thurdly, This Courtrey being vera tull of 
Woods and VVilderneſſcs, doth alio much 
abound with Snakes and Serpents at. ſtrange 
colours and huge greatneſle :. yea there are 
ſome Serpents called Rattle Snakes,that haue 
Rattles in theur Tayles that will nar flye trom 
a Min as others will, bur will fiye vpon hin 
and ſting bin ſo mortally, thar he will aye 
within a quartcr of an houre attcr, except the 
partie ſtinged hauc abour hin ſome. of the 
' root of an Hcarbe called Snake weed to bite 
on, and then he thall receme no harme: bur 
| oy ſeldom falles ir out that any hurt is done 

y theſe. About three yeeres lunce an /ndian 
was ſtung to death by one of them, bur we 
ncard of none fince that rimc. 

Cy Fourrh)y, 
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Fourrhly and laſtly, Here wants as yet the 
good company of honeſt Chriſtians ro bring 
with them Horſes, Kine and Sheepe to make 
vie of this fruitful: Land: grear partic it 15 ro 


ſee ſo much good ground for Corne and for 


Grafſe as any 15 vnder the Heauens, to lye al- 
rogcther vnoccupied, when ſo many honcſt 


Men & their Families in old Emgiard through 


the populouinefle thereot,do make very hard 
{luft ro line one by the other. 

Now, thus you know wilt New-Enzland 

is, as allo with the commodines and difcom- 
modiries thereof: now I will ſhew you a little 
of the Inhabuants thercot, and their goucrn- 
ment. 
For thcir Goucrnours they haue Kings, 
which they call Szggameres, lome rreater,and 
ſome lefler, according ro the number of they 
Subiects. 

The greateſt S2ggamores about vs can nor 
make aboue three hundred Men, and other 
Icfle Seggemores haue not abone fifreenc Sub- 
iccts, and others neere abour vs but two, 

Their Subtects abour rwrcluc yeercs fince. 
were {wept away by a great and gficuous 
Plague that was amongſt them), fo that there 


arc verie kei lotto "2 the Countrey. 


The 1ndiars arc not able to make vic of the 
one fourth part of the Land,ncither have they 
any ſerled places, as Townes to dwell in, nor 
any ground as they challenge for their owne 
poſſeſſion, bur change their habitation trom 
Place to placc. 

| For 
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- For theur Searures, they are a rall and frrong 
limmed People, their colours are rawny,they 
goe naked, faue onely they are in part coue- 
red with Beaſts Skins on one of rheir Shoul- 
ders, and weare tomething before their Pri- 
urics: their Haire is generally blacke,and cur 
before like our Gentlewomen, and one locke 
longer then the reſt, much like ro our Gentle- 
men, which ftaſluon [ thinke came from hence 
into Expland. 

For their weapons, they haue Bowes and 
Arrowes, ſome ot them headed with Bone, 
and ſome with Braflc : I haue ſent you ſome 
of them for an example, 

The Men tor the moſt part lue wlclv,they 
doc nothing bur hunt and fith: their wines ter 
their Corne and doe all their other worke. 
Thcy haue little Houſhold ſtuffe, as a Kectic, 
and {ame orher V<tlels like Trayes, Spoones, 
Dyhes and Baskcts. 

Their Houles are veric little and homely, 
being made with {mall Poles pricked 1nto 
the ground, and 10 bended and taſtned ar the 
rops, and on the {1dcs they are marted with 
Boughes,& coucrcd onthe Rootgyvith Sedge 
and old Mats;and tor their beds titut they take 
their reſt on, they have a Mar. 

They doc generally protetle'ro hke well of 
our comming ond planting hcre ; partly bc- 
cauſe rnere 1s abundance of ground that the; 
cannor poſſeſſe nor make vie of, and party 
becaule our being here will be 4 mcanes born 
of relicte to them v1 ion they want, and allo a

defence from their Enemies, wherewith (I 
lay ) before this Plantation begun, they were 
oftcn indangered. 

For their Religion, they doe worſhip two 
Gods, a good God and an emll God: the 
200d God they call Tanram, and their cul! 

God whom they teare will doe them hurt, 
they Call Squantum. 

For their dealing with vs, we ncither fearc 
them nor traſt them, tor tovrtic of our Muſ- 
keteeres will driuc tive hundred of them our 
of rhe Field... \We vic them kindly, they will
